‘China has beea disturbed 
and excited ,through. the wido publica- 
tion of pomphlote and placatde, in which 
foreign residents are chamofully vilified 
and the poople incited to riot and - blood- 
shed, with a view to the expulaion of, 
foraigners from the country. No pun- 
jshmont anficient to stop such conduct 
has followed the chief agents in this 
crosade. In fact tho Imperial Govern- 
mont iteolf permits the circulation of 
similar calumnies, containcd in the 
Chinese Blue Booka. wes 

The marder of Messra Argént’and Grean 
at Wueuvh in the early summer of 1891 
was a natural result of this propaganda. 
Tt was succeeded ot bricf intorvale, a2 at 
Tchang 5 fow months ago, by insults and 
riots, und the destraction of valuable pro- 
perty; and worse has now followed, On 
1st July last, two Swedish taisaionaries 
resident near the town of Sungpu, about 
sixty mths from Hankow wete murdered 
in circumstances of peculiar bratality by a 
mob organised and brought into Sungpu 
under {noma leaders, in what appears to 
have bean the intentional sbsonce of tho 
chief local magistrate ; and so fe from any 
steps being taken to punish the offonders, 
it is alleged that tho village in which the 
murders took placo is being depopulated 
through fear of the officials: not because 
the inhabitants had joinad in the rivt, but 
beeanse thoy had allowed the missionaries 
tolive among thom.in peace. Closely fellow- 
ing the Sungpo tragedy has come the des- 
truction of the Roman Catholic Mission at 
Mien Yang. What further may ensie re- 
mains to be scen; but thoka best ate 
quainted with China dread no common 
calamity. i 

‘This Society is represented ih China by 
eight agents, ‘atationed at Pekit, -Tientsin, 
Hankow, Chungking, Chinkiang, and Fouo- 
chow. Jt owns extonsive buildiogs at Han- 
kow, and has property at all the pluces 
named, During the thirty youre in which it 
haa beon at work in Ohiva no complaint kas 
been brought against ite agente by any local 
or Imperial authority, touching thoir resi- 
dence in the above cities or their conduct 
in their jourueys throughout the empite. 
In the words of the Lmporial Edict of 15th 
June, 1891, ‘There is no reason why there 
should not be harmony between the ordina- 
ry people and the adherente of (foreign) 
religions, and the whole trouble arises from 
lawlvas ruftians fubricatiug baseless stories.’ 
Unfortunately some amocg,the lawful lesd- 
era of the people, who onght to stamp out 
this ovil, appear to te themsolyes tho fab- 
rieators and circulators uf the publications 
thug coademned. 

Though tho Suciety bas not suffvred in 
gonds, or to any sorious extent in the porton 
of ria agents, tho Directura view with great 
appruhension the danger in which theit 
representatives aro placed.* They are 
British subjects resident in China in accord. 
ance with treaty righte, and entitied to the 
protection of the Chinesa authorities. But 
thia protection i@ at preeent practically in 
abeyance ; aud apperently with the epnni- 
vance of the bigher authorities, British eub- 
jects in China, merchant or missionary, are 
so far at the metcy of the anti-foreign 
literati and tho baseat of the people, among 
whom they fiad their tools. 

Tho Directors ure assured by those who, 
from their resideves ig Chios, ore ontitled

INDIAN LMPORT DUTY ON SLLVER. 

Washington, Oct. 12,—A cablegram baa 
been recoived at the ‘Treasury Department 
from one of the United Ststes correspon- 
dents, stating thot the indications point 
to the ‘ probable imposition of a definite 
import duty on silver into India,’

partment that the effect of pntting # 
duty on silver imported into India will 
be to advance the price of the silver now 
in India, and bring out the-gold that 
is hoarded therc. It is also believed 
that it will have the effect of lowering 
the price of Amorican silver as it takes 
Indio out of tho list of purchasers, and 
loaves tho United States the sole pur- 
cbaser of any considerable amount of 
silver in the world,

Genoral- 
ly, too, the outer court of the yamée is the 
filthiest. place in the city, a8 it is also tho 
place where the rabble congregate. It is 
not oncommon to seo large piles of manure 
left during tho whole sammer on the main 
streots in come of the largest cities in tho 
province, ofton withia afow yards of whore 
the ‘ great man ‘loruriates on his dainties 
Tt is well known what adepts the Chinese 
are ot imposing on each other. It appears 
to be the Pighest ambition of large numbers 
of them to live at the expensa of other 
people, A little while ago when I wog 
travelling in @ native earl we camo toa 
dry river bed. Thero was neither river, 
bridge, nor boat, All the samo when we 
roached the otber sides man emerged from 
a hat and demanded * bridge moucy ;' at 
the same time he took hold of the reing 
sith o viow to prevent our farther progress 
until bis demands were acceded to.
